Tho impression of 
"many 
of the 


present generation 
that the 
United 


.States government was the original 
builder of the canal connecting 
the 


Kox and Wisconsin rivers and of the 
Jocks and dams on the Fox river" is 
erroneous, according1 to a statement by 
John D. Lawe of Kaukauna in a re- 
cent isue of the Green Bay Historical 
society bulletin. 


Mr. Lawe is a grandson of. Judge 


John Lawe. a prominent fur 
trader 


of Green Day from 1794 to 1S4S, and 
for a. part of that time judge of the 
Jjrown-uo court. 


It was discovered early 
in 
the 


growth of the country that improve- 
ment of the Fox anfl Wisconsin rivers 
would be of vital importance in the de- 
velopment of this region, and a move- 
ment was begun looking; toward this 
development. The Hon. Morgan L. 
Martin, then representing this 
terri- 


tory in Congress, was instrumental in 
wcuring- the passage of an act by the 
United Slates legislature granting 
to 


Wisconsin certain tracts on either side 
of the Fox and of the canal at Portage 
to aid in carrying out the 
improve- 


ment. This was to go into effect upon 
Wisconsin's admission as a state. 


CITIZENS GET BUSY 


Ten years later the grant 
was ac- 


cepted, and the work begun, but since 
the constitution of Wisconsin forbids 
the creation of debt for internal im- 
provements, the work had;to be paid 
for by;tho sale of public lands, which 
were very slow. 
After having 
ex- 


pended about $301,359 upon the work, 
ill-. Lawe says, and about ?12S,000 on 
other projects, the state resolved 
to 


abandon the whole improvement. 


A number of public spirited citizens, 


however, impressed with the import- 
ance of the development, and anxious 
to see the work put through, organiz- 
ed an, association which would see the 
work put through if it were assured 
that this could be done without sacri-

The Wisconsin legislature, 


however, appropriated these lands and 
used the money derived 
from their

they were 


charged with thousands of dollars on 
charges that the channel constructed 
was of larger dimensions than con- 
templated, the company was driven 
into insolvency and it sold at public 
venue the works of improvement and 
the land and the purchasers were in- 
corporated as the Green Bay and Mis- 
sissippi Canal company.

"The locks and dams of the Fox and 


Wisconsin River 
Improvement were 


originally simple 
wooden structures, 


which have been replaced in most 
cases by modern stone and concrete, 
and from the canal system in use at 
present."'

THE GAME OF AUCTION HKIUGE 


Auction Bridge is a game played by 


four 
players, two 
being partners 


playing against the other two as pai t- 
iicr.=, with an ordinary pack of play- 
ing cards. 
Before play begins, the 


question of \\Iio shall be partners is 
determined by drawing cards. 
The 


draw is managed as follows: The en- 
tire pack is placed down on the table 
and each player takes one card by 
lifting it from, the pack aud showing 
its face. If a player shows more than 
one card or take one of the four 
cards at either end of the pack, it is 
a misdraw and he mtist draw again. 
The two players drawing the two 
highest cards become partners play- 
ing against the two drawing the two 


lowest cards. 
The respective values 


of the cards in the draw is the same 
as in the bidding and in the play; in 
each of the four btnts, the Ace Is the 
highest card. King next, Queen next, 
Jack next, Ten next, and so on down 
through the spot cards; the Deuce 
(the Two) being the lowest. 
As be- 


tween the suits, the 
Spade Is the 


hig'hest, the Heart' next, the Diamond 
next, an'd the Club lowest. 
When 


.card»,of the same denomination are 
drawn, (i. e, two or more Sevens), the 
•value- of the respective suits deter- 
mines which is high. 
. .If the four players 
happened to 


draw the 
Ace of Spades, Jack 
of 


H'ea'rts.. Jack of Diamonds and Seven 
of Clubs, the holders of the Ace of 
Spades and the Jack of Hearts—the 
highest two cards — would become 
partners against the holders of the 
other two cauls. 
The holder of the 


highest card (Aco of Spades) -uould 
be the first dealer and would have the 
choice of scats; and if, as is custom- 
ary, two packs with different backs 
were used in the play, the choice be- 
tween the two packs. 
The partner 


of the dealer—the player who drew 
tho Jack of Hearts—would sit oppo- 
site the dealer. 
The opponent who 


drew the higher of the two lower 
.cards (Jack of Diamonds) would have 
the choice of the two unoccupied 
•seats.

''doctrine of ease - is the 
doc- 


trine of surrender and decay.'"' 
It may 


be the premature utterance of a great 
truth, so far as practical results are con- 
cerned, but it is'a warning that should be- 
gin to take root in the • serious side of 
American life. As a whole, the American 
people are In no mood to listen to philos- 
ophv which sets up hard work, diilicult 
tasks, sacrifice and service as the true 
basis of human happiness.

They 
are mildly drunk with the comfort and 
prosperity

ican people today. Almost every activity 
is reduced to the measure of 
passing 


pleasure. The evolution of the jazz age 
was perfectly natural and up-to-date. As 
yet there is no reaction against it. It has 
permeated practically every form of en- 
tertainment and pursuit. It Is shown in 
our literature, in our music, in our profes- 
sions, in business and to some extent 
even in religion. 


The president directs attention to the 


fact that eventually there must come a 
change or we shall go to pieces as a na- 
tion, like ever>- other court and state in 
history that undermined its vitality with 
Indolence, revelry and over-indulgence. It 
is no answer to the president's challenge 
to say that America Is producing more 
than ever before and that its production is 
a man-el of the world. It is this very fact 
that has made it in a sense lazy and in- 
different and luxury-loving—the fact that

Ease, as the pres- 
ident points out. inevitably results In 
weakness and decay. ~\Ve are moving too 
swiftly, wealth is still produced too easi- 
ly, to make us quick to acknowledge the 
truth of what the president said. But we 
must come to it sooner or ialcr and 
doubtless it will be through 
channels 


and forces that we do not discern at pres- 
ent. If Rome burned while Xero fiddled.

At least most of us arc ready and willine- 
to gamble on it when we happen to be'the one with 
the cri. We like to jolly ourselves along- with the 
assurance or hone that it is not going to amount 
to anything- very serious, and we reluct exceedingly 
to follow the solden rule as we would have our 
neighbors do when the\'rc developing cri. "VVo pre- 
fer to keep on at school or at work—and 'ct all who 
come within our range take their chances without 
any warning from us.

any other form of cri. Therefore the enlightened 
individual with en must conduct himself preciselj 
n the same manner in every instance as he would 
f he knew he had diDhtheria or infantile paralysis. 
Surely no one wishes to give even the simplest 
coryza or sore throat to other members of his own 
'amily—whatever may be tho depth of depra\it% in 
u= conduct toward the general public when he has 
he ci i. 
Our public health administrators arc still strivm_ 


o split hail's, busying Themselves in a vain and 
ntiie endeavor to discover some scientific evidence 
o support their antiquated notion that some al- 
eged ''colds"' are not communicable and hence that 
he layman may fairly exercise his own discretion 
bout isolating himself when ho purports to have 
uclx an illness or indisposition. This, I maintain, 
s a fatal jolicy for the health authorities to pursue, 
.nd as Ions' as they cling: to it there can be no 
>rogress made toward the prevention of the res- 
'iratory infections, which, as the health authorities 
ssure us. cause about three-fourths of all the-ill- 
ess doctors attend. 
Based on our present knowledge and understati- 


ng of these respiratory infections, this clear and 
xplicit assertion is w-arranted. A person with cri 
word coined from initial letters of common respira- 
ory infection) may spread the infection to those 
.-ithin range only through the secretions or dis- 
harges from his nose or throat, and is unlikely to 
nfect others if he (1) wears a mask over nose and 
mouth or (2) does not sneeze, cough or talk without 
uch. covering over nose and mouth.

some short 
stories 
and published 


them in one volume tinder the gener- 
al title, "The Foiiyie Saga." Tark- 
ingtons book is called ''Growth."' In 
it he has collected between two cov- 
ers three novels already familiar to 
his hundreds of thousands of readers 
—"The 
Magnificent 
Ambersons," 


"The Turmoil." and "The Midlander." 
Added to those books he gives a. new- 
first chapter in. which ho makes clear 
his purpose and there is also some 
rewriting here and there to make the 
three novels fuse into a unified pic- 
ture. 


It is quite plain that Tarkington 


had no idea of publishing the three 
novels as a s<nglc book when the be- 
gan.
